TAX ASSESSMENTS 
WILL BE PROBED 


Comparison of the Assessors’ 
Records and of Bradstreet’s 
Figures Shows a Difference 
of $20,000,000, Is Claimed. 


Assessments on Atlanta’s most con- 
spicuous central property for the 1913 
tax levy will be investigated at the 
request of Alderman John E. McClel- 
land, chairman of the tax committee, 
who asserts that a comparison of prop- 
erty ratings of the assessors and Brad- 
street’s figures will show a discrepancy 
of more than $20,000,000. 

When the tax committee met Wed- 
nesday afternoon Alderman McClelland 
made the announcement that he want- 
ed to be heard from the standpoint of a 


tax payer. He made the _ statement 
that he wanted the committee to make 
an investigation of the tax assessments 
with a view of increasing the values 
of central realty about $50,000,000. 
Committee Is Named. 

Alderman I. N. Ragsdale, acting as 
chairman of the committee, appointed 
Alderman McClelland and Councilman 
W. G. Humphrey to. go over the books 
of the assessors’ office. The examina- 
tion will be made, it is understood, 
with a view of learning if the property 
returns are correct, and make a com- 
parison with the Bradstreet valuations. 

Alderman McClelland says that he 
will be satisfied if the committee will 
increase the central property assess- 
ments $20,000,000 as a starter. He 
claims to have a list-of more than 500 
pieces of property in the center of the 
city which he claims are returned be- 
low 50 per cent of the real value. 

Recently Alderman McClelland  an- 
nounced that he would begin a fight 
to increase assessments approximately 
$50,000,000 on central property alone/ 
in an effort to equalize taxes. He con- 
tends that by allowing the large prop- 
erty holder to get off with a lower as- 
sessment the city tax assessors dis- 
criminate against the owner who pays 
taxes on 4 full valuation placed on the 
little homestead. 

Because council cannot Interfere with 
the tax assessors, Alderman Me(Clel- 
land’s plan to have a resolution adopt- 
ed calling for a special investigation by 
a council committee .was abandoned, 
and the alderman made a request on 
the tax assessors, J. N.. Malone, C. D. 
Meador and J. L. Harrison, that the 
central property assessments be in- 
creased. . 

Assessors Turn Down Request. 

The assessors turned down the re- 
quest. They take the firm position 
that the 1913 assessments have been 
put up as high as possible on central 
vproperty, and except in instances where 
it can be conclusively shown that a 
mistake thas been made they declined 
to make any changes. 

The tax assessors Say that there is 
no foundation in Alderman McClel- 
land’s charge that the assessments are 
too low, and cite many cases where 
property owners have complained of 
the excessive valuation placed. on 
property. 

They deny that, the assessments 
are discriminatory, and announced only 
a few days ago that the 1913 increase 
would reach $12,000,000 and that the 
amount was about as much as can be 
made. 

Property assessments are not equal- 
ized, .according to the assessors, but 
it is a fact that within the past three 
vears the assessors have increased 
central property approximately $50,- 
000,000.

POURS QUT BLOOD 
JUST 10 BE ROBBED 


The Little Kingdom Captures 


Scutari Key Only to Learn 
Great Powers Will Take 
Fruits of Victory. 


VICTORY ACHIEVED 
AT TERRIBLE COST 


Two Hundred Bomb Throw- 
ers Perished to Man to Win 
Victory — Powers Sending 
Warships to Coerce Them. 


Cettinje, April 2.—Great Tara- 
bosch Fort, which for months has held 
the allies off Scutari, is now practi- 
in the hands of the Montene- 
grins, thanks to the sacrifice of 200 
bomb throwers, every one of whom 
lost his life in a last desperate effort 
to clear the way to the town, for the 
possession of which Montenegro is 
ready to give up everything. 

These bomb throwers were all pick- 
ed men, chosen from battal- 
ions. Clambering up the mountainside 
under a murderous fire from the Turk- 
ish guns, they cut the wire entangle- 
ments and, getting to close quarters, 
threw bombs among the Turks, thus 
opening the way for the storming 
party. | : 

Not of the bomb throwers re- 
turned, but they had * accomplished 
their object and the Montenegrin in- 
fantry, following close upon them, 
charged the trenches. 

Hand to Hand Fight. 

The Turks covered their ground and 
a desperate, bloody, hand-to-hand 
fight ensued, lasting an hour and end- 
ing in victory for the Montenegrins, 
who lost 200 men killed and wounded. 

Tier after tier of entrenchments 
had to be taken, but the troops of 
the southern division under General 
Martinevitch, to whom the task had 
been assigned, overcame all obstacles. 

The tactics followed, particularly in 
regard to the use of bomb throwers, 
were similar to .those adopted in the 
capture of Adrianople. But in the 
advance on Adrianople the _ soldiers 
who cut and divided the wire entan- 
glements surrounding the forts were 
clad in cutrasses and provided with 
shields. At Tarabosch thé rough moun- 
tainside made it necessary for the 
Montenegrins to dispense with all im- 
pediments. 

GREAT POWERS PREPARING 
TO COERCE MONTENEGRO 

London, April 2.—Just as Montene- 
gro has scored her first real success 
by getting a foothold at “Tarabosch, 
the key to Scutari, the warships of the 
powers are gathering along the coast 
to compel ‘her to give up the-most pre- 
cious fruits of five months’ fighting. 

After a Series of desperate engage- 
ments the Montenegrins, assisted Ly the 
Servians, are practically tn command of 
Tarabosch. Simultaneously with the 
arrival of this news came the further 
information that Austrian warships are 
anchored off Antivari, and that Brit- 
ish and Italian warships are on their 
way to join them for the purpose of 
making a demonstration which is ap- 
proved by all the powers, not excepting 
Russta. 

Should the demonstration prove in- 
effective, it is understood that the 
Montenegrin ports of Antivari and Dul- 
signo will be occupied. 

After Montenegro, 

When the Montenegrin trouble is 
out of the way it is likely that the 
powers will thave to deal with Servia. 
She has informed the British minister 
that it was impossible to withdraw her 
troops from Scutari, as Servia was 
bound to Montenegro until peace has 
been signed and that any drawing back 
at the present time would be the death 
knell of the Balkan alliance. Servia, 
too, is reported to be preparing for the 
permanent occupation of Durazzo. 
This action would be directly against 
the decision of the powers. 

Elsewhere matters are 
smoothly. An ag eement has practi- 
cally reached with regard to the 
boundary between .Turkey and Bulga- 
ria, although Bulgaria is guarding 
against any slip in the peace negoti- 
ations and is moving virtually the 
whole of her Adrianople army to Tcecha- 
talja. The captured town will be left 
in possession of gendarmes. 

A partial agreement also is~“Peported 
as having been arranged between’ Bul- 
garia and Roumania, the latter getting 
Silistria. 

Sir Edward Grey, the British for- 
eign secretary, informed the house of 
commons today that as Montenegro 
had resumed the attack on Sceutart 
contrary to the will of the European 
powers, the latter had decided to pro- 
ceed with the naval demonstration off 
the Montenegrin coast. Two Britisn 
warships, he said, were ready to par- 
ticipate. 

RUSSIA IS DENOUNCED 

FOR DESERTING MONTENEGRO 

St. Petersburg, April 2.—‘The Rus- 
sian government has shown itself ca- 
pable only of following Austria's tri- 
umphal car,” said Deputy Savenko, a 
nationalist, in introducing in the 
chamber of deputies today an inter- 
pellation regarding the action of the 
police in charging the crowds and 
using their whips to suppress the pro- 
slay demonstration on Monday. These 
popular demonstrations were held in 
honor of the victories gained by the 
armies of the Balkan allies over the 
Turks. cs a 
Mr. Savenko said that the national- 
ists did not blame any individual min- 
ister for the brutal methods employed, 
but the supine political policy of the 
government. 

The minister of the interlor, in re- 
plying, promised to investigate the 
accusations made against the police 
and, if sustained, to punish the guilty 
severely. 

After several members had spoken 
the sitting was closed owing to the 
uUproam. _ -

RUST TRUSTED 
IN WIGKERSHAM 


Former Attorney General Is 


Portrayed as Promising 
Protection to Men Impli- 


cated in Alleged Frauds. 


. Chicago, April 2.—Aesertions that 
former Attorney General George W. 
Wickersham had in the fal of 1908 
promised nim fair play were made to- 
day by Albert C. Frost, on trial with 
four others before Federal Judge Lan- 
dis for allewed Alaskan land frauds. 

The testimony relative to Wicker- 
sham was introduced as a result of 
the reading of an opinion of the at- 
torney general in an Oregon land case 
trial where subsequent developments, 
it was alleged, showed that the gov- 
ernment attorneys had persuaded wit- 
nesses to swear falsely in the interest 
of the prosecution. 

“I was on my way to London,” tes- 
tified Frost, “when I heard that the 
government was questioning the coal 
claims in the Mantanuska valley. I 
stopped off at Washington and 
through Senator Cullom made arrange- 
ments to meet Mr. Wickersham. I told 
the attorney-general fully and honest- 
ly the claims were taken out for the 
use and benefit of the locators 
took out the papers and for no one 
else. I told him action by the gov- 
ernment against me would do me 
much injury and be unfair. I offered 
to interrupt my trip and testify be- 
fore a grand jury. 

“Mr. Wickersham said I need have 
no concern about the investigation and 
to continue my trip to London. He 
said he would write to Assistant At- 
torney Ggneral Townsend and direct 
him to stop the prosecution of the 
case against me if he, Townsend, 
found the facts to be as I had stated. 
He suggested I also write to Town- 
send, which I did, and I have no doubt 
that Mr. Wickersham also wrote to 
him.”’ 

The answer of Townsend, who is 
conducting the prosecution of the case 
here, was that he had not found the 
facts as Frest had stated them to him 
and to the attorney general.

That R. E. Davidson, Webb Fire Ap- 
paratus company agent, told the truth 
about giving Chief Cummings a pres- 
ent of $400. 

On the other hand, Attorney Napler, 
counsel for Chief Cummings, declared 
that Mayor Woodward's charge that 
the city lost $1,970 in hose rebates be- 
cause Chief Cummings bought all hose 
from one concern was not substanti- 
ated by the evidence. He said that 
Chief Cummings saved the city $486 
during the six years of his admin- 
istration. 

Says Davidson Told Untroath. 

He jsaid that Davidson did not tell 
the truth when he made the statement 
that he gave Chief Cummings $400 for 
a present. He said that the mayor's 
charges were inspired to stir up sentil- 
ment against the administration—‘“To 
(make it appear that there is some- 
ing retten in Denmark.” 

James J. Rafter, the elusive agent 
for the Fabric Fire Hose company, ap- 
peared before the probers, accompa- 
nied by an attorney. He denied dodg- 
ing City Marshal James M. Fuller or 
his dieputies, telling the c®mmittee 
that he answered the only summons 
he received. 

Rafter created a stir when he in- 
dignantly denied that he had been in 
a fight with G. B. Carlton, secretary 
of the fire department, in front of No. 
4 engine company, on North Pryor 
street, Monday night. He admitted 
telling Mayor Woodward one night in 
the lobby of the Piedmont hotel that 
the city was losing money by not buy- 
ing its fire hose under the system of 
competitive bids. 

Rafter told the committee that he 
was in the Rex saloon last Monday 
night, but he denied having an alter- 
cation over the fire department scan- 
dal there. He said he met Secretary 
Carlton in front of the Grand Opera 
house, and walked to the engine house 
with him. He said his conversation 
with Carlton was entirely friendly and 
harmonious. 

Denies Fight With Cariton. 

“Did Carlton strike you because you 
said something about Chief Cummings 
and Chief Joyner?” Alderman McClel- 
land asked. 

“Tt have no recollection of being 
struck by anyone,” Rafter replied. 

He told the committee that the first 
time he knew he was hit was when 
he read it in the afternoon papers. 

“The Journal said I was beat up,” 
he said smilingly, “and The Georgiin 
said I had an altercation.”

Vast Territory Is Already 
Under Water and It Is 
Feared That the Worst Is 
Yet to Come. 


THOUSANDS OF PEOPLE 
RENDERED HOMELESS 


Chief Suffering Now in the 
Lower Ohio Valley—Soon 


Mississippi River Towns 


Will Be Menaced. 


Cairo, Ill, April 2.—With the high- 
est flood waters passing Cairo in the 
Ohio tonight, the city is at a 
state of expectancy never before exe 
perienced . here. The river guage at 
6:30 o'clock stood at 54.4 and rising, 
a stage three-tenths of an inch higher 
than any previous record. 

Nearly every hour brought reports of 
trouble in other cities, though veri- 
fication of which were impossible from 
this isolated town. One of the most 
thrilling of the stories to reach here 
was brought by Captain S. A. Martin, 
regimental quartermaster, and Captain 
S. A. Jamieson, of the Six Missouri

Floating Down River. 

Thirty-six of their men, they said, 
are now on the levee section which its 
200 vards long and 10 feet wide, and 
floating down the Mississippi. 

Commander MceMunn, of the naval 
ireserves, at once arranged for a steam 
‘launch and startted out to rescue the 
| Missouri soldiers. A pilot who under- 
\stands the river course was taken 
‘along to guard the reserves. There 
‘is a swift cvrrent in the river, and the 
safety of the men is causing their 
‘commanding officer much worry. The 
'regiment was on military duty in the 
‘town, which has been threatened for 
| several days on account of the high 
‘Ohio waters. 

A squad of reserves was sent on the 
steamer City of Cairo to  O'’Brien’s 
Landing, where mamy persons were 
said to be stranded. 


None of the rescue parties had been 
heard from up to alate hour tonight. 

At 10 o'clock tonight the official 
gauge reading was 54.5, rising. 

Illinois Central Paralyzed. 

Main line triffic on the Illinols Cen- 
tral railroad was paralyzed today be- 
,cause of a four-mile washout in the 
'drainage district here. 

There was said to be a chance that 
there might be a considere®le fall in 
the river here before the flood crest— 
now above Evansville—arrives. 

Forecaster Lindley thought the situ- 
ation appeared more cheerful today. 
He said the high stage had been ar- 
rested by small breaks in levees down 
stream. 

The inundation of the drainage dis- 
trict north of Cairo is now complete. 
There are between 7.000 and 9,000 acres 
from 7 to 20 feet under water. 

The greater number of industrial 
plants in the section are submerged up 
to second-story windows. 

Suspension of railroad traffic into 
this city is complete. In case of a 
break in the levee the inhabitants, not 
than one-third of whom remain 
would have to flee in boats. 

With these conditions facing the 
people, the supply of food becomes a 
question. 


NO WEAK SPOTS FOUND 
IN MISSISSIPPI LEVEES 


Memphis, Tenn., April 2.—After a 
busy day, the levee workers along the 
Mississippi river from New Madrid; 
Mo.. as far south as the mouth of the 
White river in Arkansas, reported co.- 
ditions satisfactory tonight. No de-

Wilson Leans to Free Sugar, 
But He Is Made Dubious 
by What He Hears From 
Louisiana — President Is 
Re-Making the Proposed 
Revision Bill. 


Washington, April 2.—Removal of 
all tariff from raw wool has been 
agreed upon between President Wilson 
and members of the house committee 
On Ways arid means as the result of 
conferences that ended today. The 
present plan, which will have the un- 
animous indorsement of the demo- 
cratic members of the committee, pro- 
vides that wool shall be placed on 
the free list, an end for which the 
free wool democrats of the house have 
fought for two years. : 

Concession to Wilson. 

The concession to President Wilsor 
and the free wool advocates takes 
the place of the fifteen per cent duty 
which the committee had agreed upon. 
This, in turn, was a reduction from 
the twenty per cent duty of the de- 
mocratic woolen revision bill which 
passed the house last summer but 
failed to become a law. The free wool 
agreement, it was claimed by: demo- 
crats tonight, is expected to bring 


_Secretary of State Bryan into full ac- 


cord with the tariff revision program. 

The free wool democrats have 
pressed their fight before President 
Wilson in conferences, in which Rep- 
resentatives Harrison of New York, 
and Rainey, of Lllinois, both members 
of the Ways and means committee, 
have been the leading figures. Repre- 
sentative Harrison, backed by Mr. 
Bryan, made an ardent fight in the 
last congress to secure indorsement of 
the free wool policy. 

Agreement Arrived At. 

The understanding arrived at today 
ts that the ways and means committee 
will present its bill with the free wool 
provision incorporated and with. @ 
unanimous report from its democratic 
members and that the president will 
make known his thorough accord with 
it.

WANTED IN GEORGI

ported Nearly | Inspired by Editorial, J. L. Prior 


Offers to Start a Big 
Fund With $100. 


Appealing for a state institution for 
the cripples, J. L. Prior, of the Sharp & 
Dohme company, has written to The 
Constitution offering to donate $100 to- 
ward a subscription fund to be used 
in relief work among the unfortunates 
and cripples of Georgia. 

Mr. Prior's offer, which he says was 
inspired by an editorial in The Consti- 
tution of last Sunday, has been re- 
ceived with much interest, and it its 
declared that many other people are 
interested in the work and will con- 


toward the establishment of such an 
institution. Mz. Prior’s letter is as 
follows: 


“Editor Constitution: Appreciating 
the editorial in Sunday’s issue bearing 
upon the cripples of Georgia and being 
in full sympathy with it, it would be a 
great credit to Atlanta to start a sub- 
scription fund to raise money sufficient 
to carry on a relief work for the poor 
unfortunates for one year, for with 
the good showing that will be made, 
it will place the board of health in a 
position to present this matter to the 
legislature that should result in a suf- 
ficient appropriation being made to 
establish an institution for the crip- 
ples here that will be carried on indefi- 
nitely. 

“As a business proposition we will 
assume that one hundred cases would 
be treated and cured during a year’s 
time, and estimating fifty of these 
could eventually get work that would 
pay them $1,000 per year, the other 
fifty $600 per year, we see a result 
netting $80,000 per year, or an average 
of $800 each to those who would be 
unable to accomplish this without the 
necessary surgical attention. 

“The state has institutions for the 
deaf, dumb and blind, and an investi- 
gation will show that many of the 
cripples are practically as helpless as 
these. If so, should they not be cared 
for? 

“Being only a salaried man I do not 
feel justified in offering to start a sub- 
scription Hst with more $100, which I 
will glady give, and with two hundred 
more offering an equal amount, I, think 
it will be sufficient to carry on this 
work for one year. 

“Too much cannot be said in praise 
of the surgeons of Atlanta who have 
offered to give their services free of 
charge, and with their willingness to 
do this, it seems there should be 
enough others to contribute to the 
organization. of this work which will 
doubtless lead to a permanent institu- 
tion being established. The cripples 
among the poor need our help, and 
should have it. am, very respect- 
fully, J. L. PRIOR.”

@ave its last farewell to J. Pierpont 
Morgan, whose body was conveyed 
this evening from. the Grand hotel to 
the railway station and there placed 
aboard a train for Havre. It will be 
transported: to the United States by a 
Steamer, probably the France, salling 
for New York on Saturday. 

The German emperor sent a message 
of condolence to Mrs. Morgan as fol- 
lows: 

“Accept the expression of my sin- 
Cerest sympathy in your great be- 
reavement. Your husband's death is a 
loss not only for you, your family 
and your country, but his many friends 
in all parts of the world shall never 
forget him.” 

Impressive in Its Simplicity. 

The funeral procession to the depot 
was impressive in its simplicity. The 
hearse was followed by Carriages, in 
which rode Mr. and Mrs. Herbert L. 
Satterlee, the American ambassador, 
Thomas J. O’Brien; the staff of the 
embassy, the attending physicians, Dr. 
Nelson, of the American church, and @ 
few friends. Platoons of municipal 
guards acted as an escort. The people 
in the streets raised theim hats as the 
cortege passed 

The coffin was placed on a special 
car, covered with black velvet 
peries with silver fringe. 

The floral tributes from members of 
the family, the German emperor, the 
municipality of Rome and the Ameri- 
can ambassador were placed around the 
coffin. Shortly before the departure 
of the train the French cansul ar- 
rived, bringing a beautiful silver 
wreath from the city of Aix Les Bains. 
It bore the French tri-color and an 
appropriate inscription. George Post 
Wheeler, secretary of the American 
embassy, was the only One of the party 
to remain until the train drew out. 

Funeral Service in Hotel. 
funeral service was 
in the chamber of the hotel 
where the great banker died. 

Only a , few relatives, intimate 
friends of the family and official rep- 
resentatives were present. The mas- 
sive coffin reposed in a bower of flow- 
ers sent by friends in various coun- 
tries, many of whose rulers sent per- 
sonal tributes.

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EQUAL CREDIT FOR FARMERS. 


A recent exchange of correspondence 
between Charles T. Page, an Atlanta busi- 
ness man, and J. P. Morgan & Co., second 
only to the Rothschilds as world-bankers, 
indicates that in the most authoritative 
financial quarters in America cognizance is 
taken of the need of more liberal credi* 
regulations for the farmers of this country 
and their approach in the form of rural 


. credit banks. 


Mr. Page wrote commending the 
pamphiet with which the late Mr. Morgan's 
firm followed up his testimony before the 
Pujo committee, disagreeing only with the 
statement that “except under unfavorable 
money market conditions, we have never 
heard of any responsible and ‘deserving in- 
dividual, firm or corporation being unable 
to secure ample credit.” 

Out of forty years’ experience, Mr. Page 
wrote the Morgan concern: “I want to 
Bay tha: I know in this section many de- 
serving individuals (mostly! land owners) 
whose character and real financial ability 
to pay is unquestionable, but who, often 
found it practically impossible to 
enough money to pay their living 
penses.” To this he received a reply from 
which the following extract is made: 

We are sorry to Know that your experi- 
ence—or rather that of some of your néigh- 
bors—has been different from that of our 
own.

Such expressions indicate that 
tion’s highest financial authorities will, far 
from putting obstacles in the way of a lib- 
eralization of rural seredits, actually en- 
courage the process. The explanation is 
simple. Whatever increases the wealth- 
creating power of the country and the per 
capita circulation tends to the profit of the 
whole country, including every legitimate 
banking enterprise from Morgan & Co. 
down. 

Beginning with the national banks, for- 
bidden to accept land as collateral, and 
going the range of financial institutions, 
conditions are such as to make it appear, 
to quote former President Taft, that the 
money-lending power of the nation is al- 
most in a “conspiracy” against the farmer 
—and the latter the keystone of the arch 
of prosperity! 

The effects are manifold. In the south 
alone, as pointed out recently by The Con- 
stitution, the harsh terms upon which rural 
éredit is now extended tend to fasten the 
costly all-cotton yoke upon our farmers. 
That is only one penalty. |By making 


the na- 


credit, which is the nervous system of de- 


velopment, difficult to obtain, our present 
system dams expansion in every direction: 
encourages undesirable’ tenantry; dis- 
courages the farmer from improvements; 
and often forces his products on the mar- 
ket at a great loss. 

Multiply these effects throughout Amer- 
ica, the smallest community not excepted, 
and the tribute the nation pays to our 
present archaic banking laws is obvious. 
And that tribute expresses itself in lower 
aggregates of national wealth, stunted de- 
yelopment and higher cost of living every- 
where. The logical remedy is the inaugura- 
tion of such a banking system in this 
country as will recognize the fundamental 
value of land as credit-collateral and ex- 
tend credit to owners of such land, all 
things being equal, upon terms paralleling 


‘ 5 _ those now offered men following other occu- 


pations. Such systems are already in oper 
ation in Europe, especially in France and 
Germany, where the Raffeisen system 
of rural banks and farmers’ pooling socie- 
ties enables farmers to borrow money at 
ra‘es as low as from 2 to 3 per cent. An 
American commission is now studying 
these systems at first hand. The sooner an 
adaptation of them is applied in this coun- 
try the better for the wealth-creating power 


of all America. 


A QUESTION OF MONEY. 

The opposition which the Balkan coall- 
tion opposes to the peace terms proposed 
by the powers is farther-reaching and more 
justified than appears on the surface. The 
mediators succeeded in arranging condi- 
tions which met the approval of the prin- 
cipals in all respects but one—that of in- 
demnity. Turkey absolutely shies away 
from this proposal and the powers announce 
they will not permit the allies to push her. 

It is possible that under the coercion of 
Europe and the hope of preventing a 
bad situation from becoming worse, the 
allies will yield the point, though they may 
be expected to put up a stiff fight first. The 
reasons are plain. From a financial stand- 
point they are at this moment little better 
off than Turkey herself. While their bed- 
rock credit remains unimpaired, which is 
more than can be said for the Ottomans, 
the money-lenders of Europe have for the 
moment closed down tight on further ex- 
tensions. 

The league will, therefore, face peace 
and its costly rehabilitation, almost drained 
of ready resources.- And while the mediat- 
ing powers admit both the Balkan coalition 
and Turkey to participation in the discus- 
sion as to how much of the Turkish debt 
in the ceded territory the coalition shall 
assume, there is a possibility that in the 
wind-up enough of that debt will be shoul- 
dered on the allies to still further increase 
their burden. It is small wonder that the 
little nations composing the compact are 
holding out strenously for a money indem- 
from the conquered.

“No,” said the great general, declining the 
politeness, “at God’s table there are no dis- 
tinctions, but we all come as sinners seek- 
ing pardon.” 

It would be well for the public to correct 
its impressions and measure the great man 
now fallen, not by his shekeis, but by the 
sincerity and loyalty of his faith.

WAS JAMES HOGG A 
LITERARY FORGER? 


Readers generally are familiar with the 
poem, “Auld Maitland.” The ballad first ap- 
peared in Sir Walter Scott’s second edition 
of “Border Minstrelsy.” Quite a few sus- 
pected it of being “a modern forgery.” Even 
so careful a critic as Professor Child, in his 
edition of “English and Scottish Ballads,” 
says: “Notwithstanding the authority of 
Scott and Leyden, I am inclined to agree 
with Mr. Aytoun that this ballad is a modern 
imitation; or, if not that, a comparatively re- 
cent imitation. I make room for it with re- 
luctance.” 

Later the ballad was made the ground of 
serious charges against Sir Walter Scott's 
honesty by Lieutenant Colonel, the Hon. 
Fitzwilliam Elliot, who said: “In my opin- 
ion the ballad ought to be adjudged a for- 
gery.” Here is Elliot's opinion on the sub- 
ject: “I think that a considerable portion of 
the ballad was written by James Hogg (the 
Ettrick Shepherd), but there can be little 
doubt that some of the lines were by Scott, 
but surely it is undeniable that the ballad, 
as a whole, had been composed before it 
came into his hands or to his knowledge. 

“My view is that Hogg, in the first in- 
stance, tried to palm the ballad off on Scott 
and failed; and that then Scott palmed it off 
upon the public and succeeded.” 

In a letter written in the early part of the 
nineteenth century, Scott wrote to Colonel 
Ellis telling him that he had received the 
manuscript from a farmer named Laidlaw. 


If Scott knew it was a forgery he must have 
deliberately lied to Ellis. 

The autograph copy of “Auld Maitland.” 
now preserved at Abbotsford, Scott's literary 
shrine, shows it to be in the handwriting of 
James Hogg, with a marginal note by him. 
Comparing this original with the ballads as 
published by Scott, it would appear that the 
latter merely edited it. 

It seems strange, recognizing the inva- 
riable honesty of Sir Walter Scott, that he 
should have joined in the fraud regarding 
“Auld Maitland,” and palmed off, on a friend 
and on the world, the ballad as authentically 
derived from tradition. 

If there was any hoax in the matter of 
this poem, the “Ettrick Shepherd” must have 
hoaxed the sheriff. But did he? Supposing 
Hogg to be the forger, he must have written 
“Auld Maitland” and taught it to members 
of his household, who were wont to repeat 
it. From their recitations a number of 
copies were taken. 

But of the origin of the “Auld Maitland” 
Story, it has been proven that as early as 
1570 or 1580 ballads, or what may better be 
termed “rural rhymes,” were going the 
rounds about “Auld Maitland and His Three 
Noble Sons.” These men Hoge has made the 
heroes of “Auld Maitland.” There is no proof 
whatever that either Hogg or Scott were in 


' any way familiar with any “Auld Maitland” 


ballads up to the time the poem was given 
to the world. Of course when the contro- 
versy arose Scott may have looked up the 
manuscript when editing the song. 

It is, therefore, but natural to ask the 
question, “Whence did Hogg, if he forged the 
ballad, get his information?’ He could only 
have secured it through Leyden, and if this 
was the case, why would Leyden have “been 
surprised,” delighted, and excited when Scott 
read aloud “the first copy” presented to him 
by Laidlaw at their first meeting. 

It seems impossible to suppose that Hogg 
could have been guilty of a wholesale for- 
gery of a ballad about heroes of whom he 
could never have heard and as to Sir Walter 
Scott’s part, his work was limited to the 
comments on Hoge’s manuscr}pt. It is un- 
just to accuse Hogg of a holesale and 
most crafty forgery, and Sir Walter Scott 
as an accomplice, as has been done recently 
by a number of men who belong to the class 
of literary critics. It is only necessary to 
trace the honesty of Hogg with Scott in 
other old ballads which is to be noted in his 
correspondence. Why should he be accused 
of not only foisting on the public, but on his 
friend, the authorship of a poem which was 
nothing more than a rewrite of a popular 
ballad of at least two centuries before him?

On receipt of a letter yesterday from 
Postmaster A. S. Burleson at Washing- 
ton, Governor Joseph M. Brown reach- 
ed the conclusion that the best thing 
he could do about the $10,000 which 
the national government wanted to 
give for the good roads’ cause in 
Georgia was to pass it up to the leg- 
islature. 

The letter from the postmaster was 
the last of a very voluminous corre- 


spondence covering several weeks. 
The national government, to foster 
the building of good roads in the coun- 
try where there were rural free de- 
livery routes, appropriated several 
hundreds of thousands of dollars and 
Georgia's share was $10,000. But 
there was a string tied to the money 
for the government stipulated that the 
state must put up with the $10,000 a 
double amount, making the total $80,- 
000. The amount of work to be done 
with the money was to cover 50 miles 
of roadway. z 

Governor Brown felt that no county 
in Georgia would put up the $20,000, 
especially the small counties which 
most needed the improvement. So he 
communicated with the officials at 
Washington to ascertain if convict 
labor to the amount of $20,000 would 
be acceptable. In his letter received 
Wednesday the postmaster stated that 
convict labor would not suffice. 

In the meantime Governor Brown 
had made a move to create a commis- 
sion to spend the money and designate 
what roads should be worked. On 
the commission he had selected Judge 
W. F, Eve, Professor C. M. Strahan 
and State Geologist S. W. McCallie. 

Now that convict labor cannot take 
the place of the $20,000 subscription, 
Governor Brown decided to let the 
legislature take up the matter and 
make the necessary appropriation, if 
it sees fit, and appoint a commission.

City Electrician Turner says that the 
city should not be bound to pay $9,000 
for current whether it uses that 
amount or not. He proposes that the 
city install an isolated plant by put- 
ting in a Hamilton-Corlilss engine for 
about $20,000 with a guarantee from 
the manufacturer that the engine will 
make current for 4 mills per kllowatt.

4900 ARE KILLED 


AND HURT IN YEAR 


Railroad and Street Car Figures 


Are Given Out by Rail- 
road Commission. 


There were killed and injured by 
steam and street railroads in Georgia 
last year 4,560 people, according to 
reports received and tabulated by the 
State railroad commission and given 
out Wednesday morning. 

Two hundred and nine persons were 


killed, of which number 19) were kill-} 
2@4 by the steam railroads and 18 by 


the street cars. In Atlanta the num- 
ber of persons killed by the cars of 
the Georgia Railway and Power com- 
pany was ll, and the number injured 
was 641. Bighteen was the total 
number killed in the state by electric 
lines. The number of persons hauled 
by the street car lines in Atlanta dur- 
ing last year was 60,000,000, more than 
double the number in any other city 
in the state. 

The figures show that the casualties 
The 
increase applies to the street car lines 
as well as to the pieam railroads. 

The steam ‘railroad that led in the 
list of casualties was the Central of 
Georgia. The victims of the Central 
numbered 1,087, of which 654 were 
| killed. The Southern injured 551 and 
killed 41. The Georgia railroad killed 
13 and injured 180. The Atlanta, Bir- 
mingham and Atlantic, 434 injured, 15 
killed; the Atlantic Coast Line, 128 
injured, 18 killed: Augusta Southern 
28 injured, none killed; Georgia SoutH- 
ern and Florida, 14 injured, 2 killed; 
Georgia and Florida, 78 injured, 2 
killed; Georgia, Florida and Alabama, 
61 injured, 4 killed; Louisville and 
Nashville, 122 injured, 8 killed; Ma- 
con, Dublin and Savannah, 49 injured, 
1 killed; Nashville, Chattanooga and 
St. Louis, 168 injured, 20 killed; Sea- 
board Air Line, 156 injured, 16 killed. 

In 1911 the total number of persons 
injured and Killed by street car lines 
was 624, against 1,330 in 1912. The 
total number injured and killed by 
steam railroads in 1911 was 1,542, 
against 3,236 in 1912. 

Excluding Georgia statistics the re- 
ports of the interstate commerce com- 
mission for 1912 show that the total 
number of persons killed by steam and 
street railroads in all the other states 
of the union last year was 10,376 and 
total number Injured, 165,281.

REPUBLIC OF CHINA 
WILL BE RECOGNIZED 


President Wilson and Secretary 
Decide to Prepare 
Note at Once. 


Bryan 


| Washington, April 2.—The United 
States government has decided to 
recognize the new Chinese republic. 
Secretary Bryan conferred with Presi- 
dent Wilson for nearly an hour today 
at the white house, completing the 
details and a note 4s being prepared 
at the state department to be address- 
ed to China through the Chinese min- 
ister here. 

Whether it will be presented before 
the meeting of the constituent assem- 
bly next Tuesday or is intended to 
reach the Chinese government on that 
date has not been disclosed, but te 

mere presentation of the note to the 
| Chinese minister and a resumption of 
formal international relations with 
the Chinese minister are regarded in 
diplomatic circles as tantamount to 
recognition. 

The United States government is 
anxious to show its friendliness to- 
ward Chfna, and while there have been 
rumors that other nations might an- 
ticipate the action of this country 
and recognize China before the United 
| States does, in official circles here it 
/was believed that the United States 
would be found first to show its faith 
in the new republic. 

No formal announcement is expect- 
ed from the administration here until 
| the Chinese government is in receipt 
‘of the American government’s note. 

This afternoon at the request of the 
secretary of state, members of most 
of the foreign embassies and lega- 
tions in Washington appeared at the 
state department and were received 
individually by Mr. Bryan. Among 
' them were representatives of Brazil, 
, Japan, Great Britain, Russia, Portugal, 
. France, Germany, Netherlands,’ Bel- 
gium, Sweden, Peru, Denmark, Mexico, 
| Austria-Hungary and Spain. The calls 
| lasted but a few minutes in each case 
and both Secretary Bryan and his visi- 
tors by agreement declined to make 
| any statement as to the object of the 
Visits. 

A noticeable fact, however, was 
the absence of the Chinese minister 
and it was concluded that in order 
to prevent a repetition of the criti- 
cism in foreign capitals occasioned 
by the’ recent Chinese loan statement, 
the state department in this instance 
has given due notice of its intentions 
regarding China to all interested pow- 
ers before publication thereof. 

It was admitted at the department 
that a formal statement of the atti- 
|} tude of the administration towards 

the new Chinese government would be 
| given to the press in the course of a 
few days and there is ground for the 
belief that without immediately rec- 
cgenizing China, assurance has been 
' conveyed to Yuan Shi Kai's govern- 
ment and the world powers have been 
notified that such recognition will be 

extended, after the first Chinese con- 
'gress has assembled and organized 
' next Monday.
